He was one of a family of nine 
children, all but one of whom sur- 
vive him.

Alice McLaughlin of Albany, 
Oregon, Mrs Lucy .McCall, of 
Maretburg, Ky., and Allan and

Mr. Lewis Jreceived his educa- 
tion in {the schools of Kentucky. 
He remained with his parents on 
the farm until he -vas of age then 
he went to Mercer ceunty, HI., 
where he continued farming for 
the next two years. 

1886 Mr. Lewis came to Shelby 
county, Iowa. He worked on 
farms near Harlan for twelve 
years, and ;then he attained his 
ambition to own his own farm 
by purchasing the farm one and 
a half miles northwest of Defi 
ance, where he continued to live 
until the .time of his passing 
away. 

Mr. Lewis was married to 
Settie Wyland, July 3, i890. To 
them were born seven children; 
Mrs. Blanche Eigler, Ralp, Ray, 
Gladys. Dale, Maurice and Ger- 
ald. Maurice and Ralph pre 
ceded the father to the Great 
Beyond, and others with the 
faithful wife [and mother, survive 
the beloved husband and father. 

Mr. Lewis was elected a mem- 
ber of the Defiance school board 
the year after his coming to De 
fiance and was a member con- 
tinuously since. A year ago he 
was elected president of the 
board. The splendid efficiency 
of our city schools was largely 
due to bis faithful work on the 
school board. 

Last fall Mr. Lewis was a can- 
didate for county supervisor, and 
tho the county was largely of the 
opposite political party to bis, he 
was elected by a handsome ma- 
jority and would have taken office 
the coming January. 

Mr. Lewis was a member for 
many 3 ears of Guardian Lodge 
F. & A. M. of Defiance, and 
was always interested in the work 
of this order. He had a kindly 
disposition and was always a 
friend to those in need His was 
a frank and open nature. He 
impressed all with the fact that 
he wished to be tair with all. 
Mr. Lewis has always been a 
hard worker. Nothing was too 
much for him tj do when the 
welfare of his family needed his 
best efforts. In his last illness, 
which lasted for several months, 
he kept at his work as long as 
it was possible for him to do any- 
thing. He doubtless sacrificed 
many days of his life by not giv 
ing up work sooner and consult- 
ing specialists for his malady.
